Forces; Want Speedy Reforms

RABAT, French Morocco W — 


Moroccan nationalists stabbed at 
hard-pre&sed French forces today 
to relentless guerrilla attacks for 
»ie fifth successive day in the 
rugged Riff Mountains. The figrht- 
kvg echoed all the way to Paris. 
Jeopardizing P r e m i e r Edgar 
Wure's coalition government. 


A top nationalist leader, Moham- 


med Lyazidi, warned the resurg- 
ence of terrorism "is bound to get 
worse" if the French do not speed 
their plan for Moroccan reforms. 
There were indications Faure's 
program might be delayed even 
longer or pasoibly scrapped. 


Lyazidi said that "if the French 


bad kept their promises, it (the 
f i g h t i n g> might not have hap- 
pened." He referred to agreements 
hammered out by the French and 
nationalists calling; for removal of 
pro-French Sultan Mohammed Ben 
Moulay Arafa, creation of a three- 
man regency, formation of a new 
Moroccan government and grant- 
ing of much more self-rule to the 
protectorate. 


The only point fulfilled thus far 


was the removal of the Sultan to 
the international city of Tangier. 
Gen. Pierre Boyer de La-tour du 
Moulin, new French resident gen- 
eral, said last, night he was work- 
ing for a "solution to the problem 
of the throne acceptable to all." 


Regency Council 


Boyer de Latour made no men- 


tion of a regency council, and 
does not intend to form one. 


The resident general left Rabat 


for Fez to tour the area under 
rebel attack. 


Reports from the area were still 


sketchy, but the worst fighting ap- 
peared to be concentrated about 
70 miles northeast of Fez and with- 
in a few miles of the Spanish 
Moroccan border, in the Riff range. 


.Two French military posts were 


reported still encircled by rebels. 
These are Boured, six miles south 
of the Spanish protectorate line, 
and Tizi Ouzli. 20 miles feast of 
Boured and five miles from the 
frontier. 


Foreign Legionnaires supported 


by planes were trying to reach 
the beleaguered posts, but heavy 
rains in the mountains and auto- 
matic weapon fir* from the rebels 
slowed the operation, semioffocial 
French sources said.
